Response to Arguments 

1 . Examiner maintains the rejection is proper. Applicant argued that Colletti device 
works on an entirely different principle and Colletti's brake is a free running device. 
Colletti '863 is used merely for the known teaching of a brake band 24 comprises at 
least one projection 120 formed as one piece with the brake band and at least one 
guide component 122 that cooperates with the brake band and holds the brake band in 
its axial position. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
merely utilized the teaching of the known projection on the brake band that cooperates 
with the guide component of Colletti '863 into the chain saw combination of Gustafsson 
'331 in order to restrict the lateral movement of the brake band during disengaged 
position. 

Applicant's argument is more specific than the claim language.
